MESSENGERS ARE BEATEN 


Robbers Escape With Money and 
Disappear in Black Auto in 
Maze of Traffic

thousand dollars in currency was stolen 
from a taxicab in the heart of the finan- 


cial district today by three highwaymen 
who sprang into the vehicle and over- 
powered W. F. Smith and Frank War- 
dell, messengers of the East River Na- 
tional Bank, at 680 Broadway. 

Both messengers were seriously injured 
and the robbers escaped with the money 
—$15,000 in $5 bills and $10,000 In $10 bills. 

The currency was being transported 
from the Produce Exchange Bank in the 
lower part of the city. 

Messengers Beaten. 

The taxicab had proceeded up Broad- 
way without mishap, when for some 
unexplained reason the chauffeur turn- 
ed west on Rector street into Church 
street, skirting the--side and rear of 
Trinity Church yard, which is at the 
head of Wall street. 

About midway of the old cemetery 
three men sprang from the curb. One 
Jumped on the chauffeur’s seat; the 
other two got into the vehicle. The 
man on the seat pressed a revolver in 
his overcoat pocket against the side of 
the chauffeur, Gino Martini, and com- 
manded him to drive swiftly on without 
making an outcry. 

Inside the vehicle 
were belaboring the bank messenger 
over the head. Smith, one of the mes- 
sengers, is 61 years old, and was bleed- 
ing and almost unconscious when the 
taxicab reached Park Place, a few 
blocks north. Wardell was padly beaten 
about the head, but not so seriously 
hurt.

Standard Ol Blocked 
in Waters Pierce Coup

for the Standard Oil Cw. of Indiana; 
George W. Mayer of Kansas City, man- 
ager of the Standard Oil Co. of Indiana 
at Kansas City, and Charles M. Ad- 
ims, now secretary and treasurer of the 
Waters Pierce Co., who has long been 
an ally of the Standard Oil crowd. 

Pierce protested against the accep- 
tance of the vote of the Archbold stock, 
and against the acceptance of the vote 
of all other stock owned by persons 
confederated or allied with Archbold, 
Rockefeller and the old Standard Oi] 
crowd. 

The protest was bottomed upon the 
legal fact that Stewart and Mayer were 
the representatives of a competitive 
corporation, the Standard Oi] Co. of In- 
diana, which was controlled by Arch- 
bold, Rockeleffer and their confederates 
through the distribution of stock under 
the decree of the United States Supreme 
Court dissolving the Standard Oj] trust. 

Pierce’s protest declared that by rea- 
son of the connection of Mayer and 
Stewart with the Standard of Indiana 
they were ineligible as directors of the 
Waters Pierce, both under the decree 
of the Supreme Court. of the United 
States and of the Supreme Court of 
Missouri. 

The Standard Ot] interests had 
planned to elect Stewart president of 
the Waters Pierce Co. to succeed Clay 
Arthur Pierce, son of H. Clay Pierce, 
who is now chairman of the Board of 
Directors, and the largest individual 
owner of stock in the company. 

Mayer was slated for vice-president 
under Standard control, and Adams was 
to be re-elected secretary and treasurer. 


Proposed Pierce Directors. 

The Pierce Board of Directors pro- 
posed was: H. C. Pierce, C. A. Pierce, 
C, P. Ackert, Andrew M. Finlay and 
George T. Priest. 


The Pierce spokesman said that Pierce 
would not count any of the votes of 
the Standard Oi] interests, and would 
declare that his own Board of Directors 
had been legally elected. It was predict- 
ed that the fight between the Pierce 
and Rockefeller factions would wage hot 
until the courts finally determine wheth- 
er the Standard Oi] interests are enti- 
tled to vote the stock.

NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—Theodore 
Roosevelt has let six of his most ardent 
supporters know he will accept the Re- 
publican nomination if a majority to 
the national convention wish him to 
make the fight. 

It is understood that he will make 
within a few days a definite response 
to the message from the recent Chicago 
conference. It may be deferred until 
after Roosevelt’s coming address before 
the constitutional convention in Colum- 
bus, O., one week from today. In that 
address he will set forth his views 4s 
& progressive Republican. His express- 
ing of his willingness to accept a call 
from the Republican party will be made 
within a few days before or after this 
address. 

Think He Will Not Decline. 

Roosevelt's closest friends understand 
that he will not deviate from his pres 
ent position of not being a candidate, 
but they all understand that in a 
formal statement, he will make it clear 
that he will not decline a renomination. 
The general outlines of both the speech 
and the declaration were discussed fully 
six hours in Roosevelt's New York office 
yesterday with Gov. Johnson of Califor- 
nia, William R. Nelson of the Kansas 
City Star, former Senator Flinn, owner 
of the Pittsburg Leader; E. A. Van Val- 
kenberg, manager of the Philadelphia 
North American; Gifford and Ames Pin- 
chot and a representative of the man- 
agement of the Chicago Tribune, whose 
name was not made public. 

Six hours were devoted by the confer- 
ence to a most earnest discussion of 
plans for a progressive Republican cam- 
paign. Oscar Straus, Secretary of Com- 
merce and Labor under President Roose- 
velt, dropped in upon the conference for 
a time. 
Just how the conference impressed the 
callers can be shown by statements of 
some of those present, after the work 
was done. Former Senator Flinn said: 
**More than one week ago I was here 
for several days and talked with Col. 
Roosevelt frequently. I went back to 
Pittsburg and the friends of the Colonel 
opened a Roosevelt headquarters. After 
our long discussion tc4ay 1 can state 
that the Roosevelt headquarters in Pitts- 
burg will not be closed, and I am now 
zoing in to fight for Roosevelt delegates 
to the national convention.” 

Speaks for Gov. Johnson, 
Gov. Johnson had slipped away by 
means of Roosevelt’s private elevator, 
but, speaking for the Governor, former 
Senator Flinn said: 
“I am certain that Gov. Johnson, upon 
his return to California, will make no 
effort to check the Roosevelt movement. 
He will probably have a formal state- 
ment before he leaves New York.”’ 
Col. Nelson was asked: “Have you 
and the others persuaded Col. Roosevelt 
to make a statement that he will accept 
the nomination?’ 
“T hope so,” he replied. 


‘“‘Haven’t one word to say,’ said Gif- 
ford Pinchot. “Everything is going 
nicely.’’ 


Van Valkenburg was asked if the Phil- 
adelphia North American would change 
from its support of Roosevelt.

They say it appears 
practicable that he can get a majority 
of the Pennsylvania delegation, because 
of the concerted fight being made by 
Republicans against Senator Penrose, 
and that this gain will more than offset 
any loss of New York State delegates. 
The Pennsylvania fight was successful 
last fall, and Roosevelt's friends believe 
that his candidacy will make still larger 
inroads upon the machine power in the 
Keystone State.

He 
admitted that the matter of his address 
a: Columbus had been discussed, but re- 
fused to listen to other questions. 
One of Mr. Roosevelt’s visitors was 
D. C, Collier, president of the San Diego 
Panama Exposition. Collier said, on 
leaving Col. Roosevelt’s office: “Gov. 
Johnson and I have not worked together 
before in California politics, but we wil] 
be found working shoulder to shoulder 
for the nomination of Col, Roosevelt.”

Secret of Imprisonment 
Lost in Housecleaning. 





MYSTERY IN CONFERENCE 
Detective Said to Have Told 
Grand Jury He Did Not Get 
Evidence in His Report. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—Two new sen- 
sations in the amazing case of Folke E. 
Brandt, once a valet for Mortimer L. 
Schiff, came to light today. 

On the records at police headquar- 
ters “Milton L. Schiff’ appears 4s 
claimant of “letters and photographs” 
found in the room occupied by Brandt 
at the time h&@ was arrested for burglary 
in the home of Mortimer L. Schi®‘, 
according to a story printed the 
American today. The record says these 
“letters and photographs” were burned 
at housecleaning a year or sO ago. 
Brandt has maintained that these let- 


ters would explain the actual reason for 
his presence in the Schiff house, and 
that they hold the true secret of why he 
was “railroaded” to prison for 30 years. 

Information has been laid before At- 
torney-General Carmody showing that 
on March 31, 1907, while Brandt was in 
the Tombs awaiting sentence zfter plead- 
ing guilty three days before to first- 
degree burglary, Otto Rosalsky, the 
trial judge, took part in a long secret 
conference at the Criterion Club, 683 
Fifth avenue, with Schiff, Howard Gans, 
Police Inspector McLaughlin and a man 
named Rothschild. Brandt was sen- 
tenced April 4, 

Evidence Now Riddled by State. 

Gans, counse! fer Schiff, and also the 
witness against Brandt, had been in cor- 
respondence with McLaughlin, then head 
of-the Detective Bureau, since retired. 
Gans wanted to be able to present to 
Judge Rosalsky a “record” against 
Brandt so that a long term in jail might 
be obtained. This evidence, produced in 
the form of a report made by Detective 
Woolridge, has been riddled by the ef- 
forts of District Attorney Whitman and 
its falsity established. 

Why the conference was held, what 
was said, what was done are not 
known, but these questions will be asked 
of the participants. Whitman, disre- 
garding the other developments in the 
case, is going right along with his grand 
jury investigation. 

Detective Woolridge appeared before 
the grand jury and is said to have con- 
fessed that much of the report on 
Brandt’s past that he signed had not 
been learned by him. He sought to 
explain it by saying he had received his 
information from employment agencies, 
but the managers of the places named 
by Woolridge deny they told him any- 
thing he incorporated in the letter to 
McLaughlin. 

While Woolridge was testifying, How- 
ard Gans wrote a letter to the District 
Attorney pleading for an opportunity to 
go before the grand jury, on the ground 
he had new and important information 
to disclose. His client, Schiff, made the 
same application. 

Whitman would not say what course 
would be taken, but it is certain Gans 
will not receive the desired permissior 
from the grand jurors, and it is doubted 
that Schiff will. 

Lawyer Gans Hires ea Lawyer. 

Gans admitted making the request. 
He said that hereafter he would make 
no further statements to the press. 
He has retained De Lancey Nicoll as 
counsel. 

Gans’ letter to Inspector McLaughlin. 
which was discovered in the secret files 
of the Pojce Department and turned 
over to the District Attorney for use 
before the grand jury, was used as a 
comparison to certain statements made 


in 


by Woolridge. 


Gans wrote the letter March 30, 1907. 
Woolridge’s report was dated April 3, 
He indicated plainly 
in his letter the lines along which the 
report should be constructed, and gave 
instructions as to where and to whom 
the detective should go for information 
against Brandt, also directing him 
where not to go. The letter, after re- 
ferring to Woolridge’s report, makes a 
request for further and deeper inquiry 
to get unfavorable evidence against 
Brandt, and goes on: 

“I should imagine that we will be able 
to unearth something more. 

“He is to be sentenced next Thurs- 
day, but I can, of course, have the 
date of sentence adjourned, ![f neces- 
sary.”’ 

In conclusion, Gans wrote: 

“My idea is, of course, to be able to 
present to Judge Rosalsky a _ record, 
which, when taken in connection with 
the character of the defendant's crime, 
will require the imposition of a long 
sentence. 

“With thanks for your many kind- 
nesses in this matter, Iam, Faitifully 
yours, “HOWARD 8S. GANS.” 

There are important questions to be 
asked of former Inspector McLaughlin, 
who set Woolridge to work. McLaugh- 
lin has been subpenaed by the grand 
jury. 

Woolrtdge’s examination was conduct- 
ed by Whitman. The witness told how 
he had been assigned to the work late 
on April 1, and told he must have the 
report in on April 3,° which gave him 
about twenty-four hours te cover the 


four states tn which Brandt had worked. 


He admitted he had not visited many of 
the places he said fn his report that he 
had visited. He said much of the infor- 
mation he had incorporated in the re 
port had been suppiied by interested 
persone. 

, John Rogers, a private detective, had 
beén at work for Schiff and Gans in 
the investigation inte Brandt's past, 





and it is known that he “discovered” 


~ 


many facts as to the young man’s reo- 
ord that by ea curious coincidence found 
their way into Woolrldge’s report, 
Rogers{ was present in Schiffs office 
when Brandt called there three days 
after the alleged burglary and was ar- 
rested. 
He Had No Criminal Record. ' 

Woolridge said in substance to the 
grand jury: 

“T had no idea that the report I had 
prepared was to be used against the 
man in sentencing him. I thought it 
was just an investigation to discover 
f he had a real criminal record. a 
criminal] record, as every policeman 
knows, is a conviction. Brandt had 
none. So I felt sure anything I said 
would have no influence one way or 
another. 

“When the Judge read my letter *o 
McLaughlin, and then, saying that the 
man had a bad record, sentegced him 
to 3 years, I almost fainted. I had to 
grab the railing in front of me or |] 
would surely have fallen. -I couldn’t 
sleep for two nights because of think- 
ing that what I had done must have 
had a part in sending him away for 
such a term.’’

THE DYNAMITE INDICTMENTS... 
The paramount question in the indictment of 
54 men charged with complicity in the McNamara 
dynamite crimes is the guilt of the men. The 
methods used to obtain evidence and the handling 
of the case are insignificant matters, compared 
with this question. The public mind should not 
be confused by issues irrelevant to the main issue. 
Most of the men charged with crime hold or 
have held official position in the International 
Association of Bridge and Structural Iron Work- 
ers. The Grand Jury action is a sweeping in- 
dictment of the officers of that organization, but 
fortunately the charge of conspiracy does not 
seem to extend much beyond it. The rumors 
and insinuations against men higher up in 
larger labor organizations seem to have had no 
foundation in fact. This wil] cause general re 
joicing among all the friends of organized labor. 
The McNamara case shocked the civilized world. 
The proof of the wide conspiracy charged in these 
indictments would be more shocking. But the pub- 
lic should await the evidence with impartial judg- 
ment. This is not a time for partisan clamor, 
prejudice or ebullitions of passion and animosity 
The facts brought out on the witness stand will 
tell the tale. The accused are entitled to a fair 
and full hearing. 
Whatever the conclusion, it will put an end 
tno conditions which had become intolerable, both 
to union labor and the public. It will clear the 
atmosphere of suspicion. It will be a salutary 
lesson to the misguided devotees of unionism who 
cherished the delusion that its cause can be pro- 
moted by violence and crime. It will enhance 
public safety and vindicate law and order. 
We do not blame those four murderers in Chi- 
cago for objecting to being hanged on the same 
scaffold with a negro—or any other scaffold, for 
that matter. 
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CIVIC LEAGUE’S MILK ORDINANCE. 
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A DISGRACE TO ST. LOUIS. 

Ten St. Louis merchants have been dragged into 
police court like so many drunks or panhandlers 
and forced to face prosecution for not obtaining 
merchants’ licenses. 

In the fiscal year 1910-1911 the total burden laid 
upon the merchants and manufacturers of St. 
Louis by the foolish business tax was $1,326,855.96. 
Every penny of this vast sum was a tax upon in- 
dustry. The $679,000 levied upon merchants was 
taken penny by penny out of the pockets of the 
workingmen whose wives buy the necessaries of 
life in local stores. The $647,000 collected from 
manufacturers was either paid by local consumers 
who buy their wares or acted as a handicap tax 
against the local manufacturer in competition 
with goods made in cities that have no silly busi- 
ness tax upon inaustry. 

In last Sunday’s Post-Dispatch Josepn Fels, the 
great soap maker, stigmatized St. Louis as stag- 
gering under a burden of superlatively vicious 
taxation. The most superlatively vicious tax in 
St. Louis is the business tax, an obsolete rev- 
enue-raising measure devised in primitive com- 
munities for emergency purposes.

The proposed ordinance for the regulation of 
the milk supply, prepared by the Housing and 
Sanitation Committee of the Civic League and 
transmitted to the Board of Health for introduc- 
tion, appears to be effective for the purpose in- 
tended. It represents conclusions arrived at after 
long study of existing laws elsewhere, of local 
conditions, and of the standpoint of the milk 
dealers as well as of the public. 
While quite liberal in its license feature,.it pro- 
vides for revocation of license for repeated viola- 
tion, and confiscation of product which does not 
come up to standard. It raises the standard of 
butter fat and provides for tracing of bad milk 
through the bacterial test. It prohibits the sale 
of milk in less than gallon quantities except in 
sealed bottle, each seal or cap bearing the date 
when the milk was placed in the bottle. 

The chief inspector under the proposed law is 
to be an officer of the Health Department and a 
skilled dairyman. The number of deputy in- 
spectors is raised from four to twelve. 

Perhaps the most important feature of the new 
ordinance is its careful provision against the ship- 
ping into the city of bad milk. Outside dairies 
which will not submit to regulation and inspection, 
in regard to cleanliness, health of stock and meth- 
ods of shipping, are debarred from St. Louis as a 
market. 

Objection has been made to this ordinance on 
account of its length and minute regulative re- 
quirements. But it will take the place of a num- 
ber of ordinances which it would repeal. The ef- 
fective regulation of milk is imperative in the 
interest of public health, and no section of the pro- 
posed law could well be spared.

HEDGES GIVES UP 
HOPE OF PICKING 
IP NEW PLAYERS 


American League Magnates Run 
When They See Browns 
Bosses Coming.

CHICAGO, Feb. 15.—Hope to get any 
help from other American League Clubs 
Was practically abandoned by Col. 
Hedges this morning, when the mag- 
nates gathered to finish their business. 
His manager, Bob Wallace, announced 
that he saw no trades in sight and ex- 
pected he would have to go into the next 
championship race with what players he 
has on hand at the present time. 

“They all seem willing to take players 
away from us, but no one wants to give 
anything in exchange,” said Wallace. 

However, St. Louis was not the only 
club turned down in a search for playing 
talent. But at the same time it seemed 
to figure as an outsider in the dickering. 
Other clubs talked trade, at least, but 
Wallace declared that they all ‘‘ducked”’ 
when they saw «im coming. ; 

It was rumored that President Mc- 
Aleer of the Red Sox had a few extra 
men that he was willing to sell. Those 
on the inside declared there was at least 
one catcher, an infielder and one out- 
fielder who could be bought for cash, but 
Col. Hedges knew he had no chance to 
do the buying, un'tess no one else ac- 
cepted it. 

McAleer Favored Comiskey. 

McAleer is especially friendly to Owner 
Comiskey of the White Sox, and apparently 
Chicago will get first call on anything he 
has that is not needed in Boston. Man- 
ager Callahan of the Sox held a long con- 
ference with McAleer, and it was said he 
had practically closed a deal for a crack- 
ing good young catcher and possibly an 
infielder.

National League 
Raises Fund to 
Fight “Outlaws”’ 


Champion Club Must Surrender 
Percentage of Its World’s 


Series Winnings Annually. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—Baseball men here 
today declared that the action of the Na- 
tional League owners in voting to set aside 
for the central organization a 25 per cent 


share of the world’s series each year means 
the establishment of a permanent *‘war 
fund’’ with which to cope with outlaw move- 
ments in the future. 

The new rule will mean the depositing each 
year in the League treasury of about $20,000 
which would have formerly gone to the cham - 
pion club. 

In addition to thia fund each Nationa! 
League club is assessed $5000 a year to cover 
league expenses, including rents. incidentals 
and the salaries and traveling allowances of 
officials and officials and umptres. 

The patching up of all differences with 
the American League is promised by the new 
rule which prohibits National League owners 
from giving out for publication any in- 
formation regarding League affairs.
